To  His  Excellency 

ELIAS  M.  AMMONS, 

Governor  of  Colorado. 

Dear  Sir:  The  two  years  covered  by  this  report,  from  Dec. 
1,  1912  to  Dec.  1,  1914,  round  out  forty  years  of  history  for  the 
Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind.  Beoinning  in  1874 
as  a  school  for  the  deaf  with  seven  pupils  in  attendance,  it  has 
developed  into  a  school  for  both  deaf  and  blind  with  193  pupils 
present  at  this  writing.  The  value  of  the  property  conservatively 
estimated  is  |390,000. 

The  time  of  two  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  expired 
April  1913,  Mrs.  M.  S.  McDonald  of  Pueblo  and  Mr.  Lyndon  K. 
Hubbard  of  Denver.  By  your  appointment  the  vacancies  were 
filled  by  Mrs.  Jane  E.  Pettepier  of  Golden  and  Mr.  Chas.  J. 
Schrader  of  Limon. 

Four  years  ago  we  asked  the  legislature  for  |75,000  to 
build  a  fireproof  building  for  boys.  The  annmnt  finally  ap- 
propriated was  170,000  of  which,  after  waiting  almost  two  years, 
130,000  was  realized.  With  this  and  the  amount  appropriated 
at  the  session  of  1913,  flO.OOO,  supplemented  from  the  current 
expense  fund,  Jin  excellent,  fireproof  cottage*  has  been  built 
accommodating  60  boys  at  a  cost  of  about  |42,000.  This  leaves 
all  the  blind  boys  and  some  of  the  deaf  in  the  old  building  which 
we  have  long  considered  unfit  for  dormitory  purposes  because  of 
its  peculiar  liability  to  fire.  We  are  therefore  placing  at  the 
head  of  our  needs,  listed  elsewhere,  the  amount  recjuired  to  build 
another  cottage,  the  two  taking  the  place  of  the  one  asked  for 
four  years  ago.  It  should  be  built  a  little  larger  and  will  cost 
not  less  than  |45,000. 

Our  heating  plant  is  inadequate  and  liable  to  give  out  at  any 
time.  The  boilers  have  been  in  use  twenty-five  years  and  were 
never  intended  to  carry  the  k)ad  they  now  have.  An  a])propria- 
tion  was  made  for  new  boilers  by  the  last  legislature  but  was  cut 
out  later.

The  roof  of  the  sdiool  l)uil(liiiii  is  in  bad  sha]»o  and  shonld 
be  renewed  at  once. 

An  appropriation  for  a  linotype  for  the  printing  office  was 
made  four  years  ago  but  never  paid.  The  shops  all  need  more 
e(]uipment  if  we  are  to  keep  pace  with  the  times  in  the  education 
of  our  deaf  and  l)lind  students. 

The  Board  has  been  asking  for  a  gymnasium  for  The  last 
twenty-five  years.  Deaf  aud  blind  children,  more  than  any  other 
class,  need  the  training  that  can  be  had  from  a  well  equii)ped 
gymnasium.  Our  legislators  have  admitted  the  need  but  the  lack 
of  funds  to  meet  all  requests  has  prevented  any  favorable  action 
thus  far.  Most  schools  like  ours  are  provided  with  this  very 
necessary  feature  in  the  education  of  the  ]»hysi(ally  abnormal 
child  and  we  trust  we  may  not  have  to  wait  very  much  longer  be- 
fore the  want  is  filled.

It  has  been  our 
one  desire  1o  have  the  ])lant  measure  up  to  the  high  standard  set 
for  it  by  the  other  educational  institutions  of  the  state.  We  have 
tried  to  keep  abreast  of  the  times  and  to  acipiaint  our  lejiislatures 
Avith  the  exact  conditions  and  we  have  not  been  backward  in  ask- 
in<>-  for  anything  that  might  help  in  sending  out  strong,  self-re- 
liant young  men  and  young  women,  able  to  helj)  Ihemselves  and 
enjoy  life  in  spite  of  their  heavy  handicap. 

If  the  writer  may  be  allowed  a  personal  word  he  wishes  to 
say  that  his  connection  with  the  school  dates  back  to  1S02  and 
covers  a  i)eriod  of  sixteen  years  of  active  membership  on  the  board 
of  trustees.  It  is  a  pleasure  to  testify  to  the  general  courtesy 
and  good  will  of  our  state  officials  and  to  the  sympathy  and  gen- 
erosity of  our  legislators  who  have  uniformly  done  all  the  state's 
finances  would  allow  in  furthering  the  interests  of  the  children 
committed  to  our  care.  It  is  also  a  pleasure  to  state  that  the 
school,  in  all  its  appointments,  compares  most  favorably  with  the 
other  twenty-five  scliools  of  a  similar  nature^  which  the  writer  has 
visited,  many  of  them  more  than  once. 

As  a  Board,  we  wish  to  express  to  you  our  appreciation  of 
your  kindly  interest  as  shown  by  your  frecpient  visits  and  your 
most  helpful  and  inspiring  talks  on  commencement  occasions. 
While  attendance  upon  the  bi-monthly  meetings  has  sometimes 
been  extremely  inconvenient,  the  service  rendered  by  us  has  been 
given  ungrudgingly  and  has  been  made  a  source  of  real  pleasure  by 
the  harmony  and  good  will  that  has  prevailed  among  all  concerned. 
We  must  not  conclude  this  without  a  word  of  commendation 
for  the  people  directly  in  charge  of  the  school,  all  of  whom  are 
apparently  more  interested  in  their  work  than  in  the  mere  draw- 
ing of  their  salaries.

An  examination  of  tlie  table  shows  no  less  than  18  pupils, 
representing  as  many  families,  as  having-  removed  from  the  state 
in  the  last  two  years  The  nnmber  present  is  four  less  than  on  the 
same  date  two  years  ago.  Thousands  of  circulars  and  post  cards 
have  been  sent  out  to  trustees,  principals  and  teachers  in  the  pub- 
lic schools,  and  the  teacher  of  the  adult  blind  has  made  every 
effort  in  her  travels  to  locate  eligible  blind  children  but  the  num- 
ber on  the  list  not  in  school  is  very  small.  Blindness  in  children 
in  ])roportion  to  the  population  is  certainly  diminishing  and  the 
same  is  no  doubt  true  of  deafness  though  it  is  not  so  marked. 


HEALTH 

At  no  period  in  its  history  has  the  general  healtli  been  so 
good.  A  mild  e])idemic  of  measles  caused  some  loss  of  time  on  the 
])art  of  the  younger  children  last  winter  but  the  recoveries 
were  all  i)erfect.  There  have  been  some  colds  and  an  accident  or 
so  but  nothing  of  serious  nature.  Our  good  ])hysician,  Dr.  B.  P. 
Anderson,  has  hardly  been  on  the  place  often  enough  to  keep  ac- 
quainted but  none  rejoices  more  than  h(»  when  the  young  folks 
do  not  need  his  services.  Good,  well  cooked  food,  the  best  of  milk, 
pure  mountain  Avater,  plenty  of  out  door  exercise  and  lots  of  slee]) 
are  most  potent  factors  in  the  growth  of  both   mind  and  body. 
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I'areiits  are  coiistantly  expressiiii»"  surprise  and  pleasure  at  the 
rapid  improvement  in  their  children  physically  after  they  retnrn 
to  school  in  September.  We  are  still  of  the  opinion  expressed 
in  our  report  two  ^ears  ago,  that  the  establishment  of  bubbling 
drinking  fountains  at  convenient  points  on  the  grounds  has  con- 
tributed largely  1o  the  general  good  health.  It  is  not  easy  to  pass 
one  of  these  without  taking  at  least  a  si]),  the  little  folks  take  a 
run  to  the  nearest  fountain  at  the  end  of  every  hour,  and  there  is 
no  doubt  that  the  entire  large  family  drinks  a  much  larger  quan- 
tity of  water  than  formerly.  Similar  fountains,  easy  to  manipulate 
are  on  each  floor  of  every  building,  there  being  no  drinking  cu]) 
an^'where.  Individual  towels,  combs  and  .l)rushes  have  been  in  use 
for  years.  All  dishes,  knives  and  forks  are  sterilized  after  every 
meal.  The  school's  dairy  herd  is  tested  for  tuberculosis  every  fall 
nnd  no  milk  is  ever  brought  in  from  a  cow  that  gives  any  sign 
of  being  out  of  condition.  Each  pupiTs  teeth  are  examined  once 
a  year  and  given  Avhatever  treatment  is  necessary.  With  all  these 
precautionary  measures  the  good  henlth  of  the  pu])ils  is  not  so 
surprising. 

CHANGES 

Mr.  H.  R.  ('liai)man.  Head  Teacher  in  the  literary  dei)arr- 
meiit  for  the  blind,  hr.s  been  holding  the  same  ])osition  in  the 
California  School  for  the  Deaf  and  the  Blind  since  Sept.  1911), 
the  vacancy  here  being'  tilled  by  the  np])ointment  of  ^Ir.  tlarry  L. 
I>lack,  a  graduate  of  Colorado  College  with  one  year's  experience 
in  High  School  work.  Mrs.  A.  L.  Bohrer  who  had  served  the 
school  so  long  and  so  acceptably  as  teacher  of  the  junior  grades 
in  th(.'  dej)artment  for  the  blind  ^^'as  com])elled  to  give  up  the  work 
at  the  close  of  last  session  on  account  of  ((mlinued  ill  health. 
Mr.  Bert  Z.  Winger  who  was  with  us  occasionally  last  year  as 
substitute  teacher,  is  filling  the  vacancy  at   the  present  time. 

Miss  Agnes  Lennox  has  been  emi)lov(Ml  as  instructor  of  spe- 
cial pupils  with  more  or  less  hearing. 

Miss  Mabel  Sebring.  teacher  of  Doiiicslic  Science  and  do- 
mestic art  who  left  1o  be  married,  has  been  succei^dcd  by  ]\Iiss 
Ivlidi  Shapcott,  a  graduate  of  Colorado  Slate  Normal  College. 
Miss  I'annie  A.  Davis  sncc<MMls  ^liss  Hal  lie  May  ]>enne1t  as  in 
siruclor  in  i)hysical  ciiUnic  for  1  lie  girls,  and  ^Ir.  Harry  Black  and 
Mr.  .\.  L.  Brown  do  I  lie  s:nii<*  work  with  Ihc  boys  in  ])1ace  of  Air.

THE  SCHOOLROO^r 

If  any  feature  of  the  school  work  of  the  last  two  years  has 
received  esjiecial  eni])hasis  it  has  been  the  etfort  to  get  its  full 
educational  value  out  of  e\ery  exercise  whether  it  were  a  lesson 
from  the  text  book,  the  mani]mlation  of  a  ])aint  brush,  or  spadinj; 
a  flower  bed.  It  is  not  always  easy  to  see  that  there  is  a  dilference 
between  work  done  for  results  alone  and  work  done  for  its  educa- 
tional value,  and  as  the  former  is  always  more  productive,  there  is 
a  tendency  to  overlook  the  two  values  in  the  educational  process. 
The  trainiuG:  of  the  eye  and  the  hand  is  very  necessary  but  the 
training  of  the  brain  is  even  more  necessary  since  without  it  one 
can  never  be  more  than  a  mere  imitator,  a  machine  to  carry  out 
the  will  of  another.  A  system  of  education  that  turns  out  such 
machines  is  better  than  none  but  the  system  that  lays  stress  upon 
the  why  as  well  as  the  how,  that  developes  originality  and  initia- 
tive and  sends  out  young  men  and  women  in  full  command  of 
their  reasoning  powers  is  surely  much  more  to  be  desired. 

Another  very  definite  aim  these  late  years  has  been  to  arouse 
the  pupil's  interest  in  the  life  that  is  immediately  about  him  and 
to  have  both  teachers  and  pupils  get  the  most  from  the  people  and 
material  at  hand. 

When  teachers  everywhere  in  schools  for  the  normal  as  well 
as  in  special  schools,  realize  that  the  impartation  of  knowledge 
is  altogetlier  secondary  to  the  impartation  of  interest  and  en- 
thusiasm, of  a  desire  to  know  and  the  ability  to  graitfy  that  de- 
sire, there  will  be  less  fault  finding  on  the  part  of  the  general  pub- 
lic with  the  results  accomplished. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL  DEPARTMENT 

It  is  a  very  great  pleasure  to  report  a  steady  continuance 
of  the  same  si)irit  of  Avork  that  prevailed  two  years  ago  in  all  de- 
partments and  especially  in  those  lines  requiring  the  use  of  the 
hands.  No  new  equipment  has  been  added  but  minor  improve- 
ments have  been  made  that  have  increased  the  efficiency  of  the 
shops. 

Instruction  is  given  to  the  deaf  boys  in  carpentry,  painting, 
printing,  shoe  making  and  general  greenhouse  and  garden  work. 
The  blind  boys  have  i)iano  tuning,  broom'  making,  hammock 
knitting,  rug  weaving  and  chair  caning.  All  the  girls  have  lessons 
in  domestic  science  and  domestic  art  and  in  general  housework. 

The  poultry  department  started  two  years  ago  has  been  a  great 
success,  thanks  to  the  interest  and  co-operation  of  our  teachers 
and  officers.  More  than  forty  pupils  have  had  practical  lessons  in 
the  care  of  chickens,  realizing  in  the  course  of  the  year  quite  a 
little  sum  of  spending  money.     There  are  at  present  six  stations. 
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of  thirty  liens  each,  eared  for  by  as  many  gronps  of  earnest  boys 
and  girls  who  pay  the  school  rent,  hire  their  cnvn  storekeeper  to 
look  after  their  feed  and  at  the  end  of  each  month  divide  np  the 
profits  if  any.  These  pnpils  are  learning  something  of  the  care 
of  chickens  which  will  more  than  likely  be  of  use  to  them  in  after 
life  but  the  best  part  of  the  business  is  the  educational  feature 
brought  out  in  the  schoolrooms.  The  o^^f^  I'ecord  ]daced  on  the 
bulletin  board  every  morning  brings  a  live  new  ])roblem  to  every 
cla.ss  in  school,  from  that  just  learning  to  add  to  that  able  to  figure 
out  the  laying  percentage  and  calculate  the  average  monthly 
dividend.  The  language  of  the  problems  presented  is  the  kind 
rhe  ])upil  needs  and  the  incentive  to  reach  out  and  do  these  opera- 
tions necessary  to  find  out  v.hat  his  itching  pocket  n>oves  him  to 
know  is  a  natiiral  and  most  luMpfnl  one. 

We  have  found  too  that  our  boys  and  girls  of  both  dej)ar1- 
ments  take  the  liveliest  interest  in  all  growing  things  both  {inimai 
and  vegetable,  and  some  of  our  best  schoolroom  work  has  been 
the  outgrowth  of  the  jHlual  ])re])ar;ition  of  the  soil  and  planting 
of  tret^s.  vegetables,  (Mc  The  boys  of  the  high  class  have  become 
expert  in  testing  milk  and  all  the  older  classes  have  had  some 
practical  lessons  in  selecting  and  testing  seed  corn.  The  study 
of  the  trees  in  the  yard  occu])ied  ])art  of  our  out-of-door  time  in 
September,  the  blind  ]ni]nls  becoming  so  ex])ert  that  they  could 
distinguish  ;ill  llic  kinds  l>y  the  leaves  alon{^  withoul  the  aid  of 
the  bark. 

T!»<'  raiicli  willi  ils  lieid  of  thoroughbred  Ilolstein  cattle 
and  full  blooded  I  )uroc-.Jersey  hogs  is  an  inexhaustible  source  of 
interest  and  plejisui-e  to  all  sizes  of  pupils  ])roving  an  educational 
asset  of  no  mean  value  in  nddilion  lo  fmnishing  ns  with  the 
finest  milk  and  ])ork. 

We  are   Irving  to  carry  on    this  oiii oldoor  work  as  recrea 
tion  without  ;inv  ai)])re'iabh'  loss  of  time  from  the  school   rooms 
or  shojts  and  we  are  not    tinding  it   an    imjjossible  or  unpleasant 
task.

It  is  remarkable  how  few  of  the  j)Uj)ils  in  ciilier  dej>artment 
stay  long-  enoniih  lo  i»rj5(hmte.  Some  jtre  incapahU'  menially  of 
completing  the  conrse  but  the  L'r<'atei'  nnmber  simply  find  a  job 
that  brings  in  a  small  retnrn  and  leave  school  befoi-e  their  time 
has  expired. 

IMPKOVEMEXTS 

Cottage  No.  1  now  known  j<s  Argo  Hall  by  yonr  kindly  fon- 
sideration  was  finished  and  occn])ied  in  XovemlxM*  of  last  yeai*.  Tin* 
bnilding  is  fireproof  eonstrneted  of  lava  stone  and  reinforced  con- 
crete, conforming  in  outward  ai)])earance  to  those  already  in  use. 
It  was  planned  for  54  boys,  though  it  is  now  accommodating  04, 
and  cost  about  |42,000.  For  ventilation,  convenience  and  comfort 
it  is  almost  all  one  could  ask.  You  will  renuMuber  that  this  cot- 
tage is  one  of  the  two  necessary  to  house  all  the  boys  outside  of 
Humphrey  Hall.  The  blind  boys  and  a  number  of  the  deaf  are 
still  living  in  the  old  building,  which  is  considered  a  regular  fire 
trap.  Cottage  No.  2  should  be  erected  at  the  earliest  possible 
moment  if  you  would  be  free  from  responsibility  on  account  of 
fire. 

A  shelter  shed  has  been  built  at  the  ranch  for  the  dairy  stock 
with  room  above  for  storage  of  hay,  straw,  etc.  The  pigs  have 
new  houses  and  lots  most  conveniently  arranged  for  the  caretaker 
and  for  their  own  comfort.  A  tight  board  fence  South  of  the  hay 
sheds  cuts  off  the  sharp  south  winds  from  the  cattle  while  feeding. 
Some  of  the  old  fencing  has  been  renewed  but  there  should  be  a 
])ig  proof  wire  mesh  fence  around  the  whole  of  the  school's  land — 
a  distance  of  2Vi  miles.  All  the  ranch  buildings  have  had  two 
coats  of  paint. 

Several  of  the  cottages  of  the  school  gvouuds  and  the  hos- 
pital have  been  painted  and  our  instructor  with  his  boys  are 
steadily  at  work  trying  to  kee])  all  outside  surfaces  well  protected 
from  decay. 

OCR  NEEDS 

It  is  always  somewhat  endiarrassing  to  enumerate  our  needs, 
the  list  is  usually  so  long,  and  yet  who  else  knows  just  what  our 
wants  are.  The  school  that  does  not  ask  for  proper  equipment 
is  remiss  in  its  duty  to  the  people  of  the  state  and  to  its  charges. 

Our  most  pressing  need  is  Cottage  No.  2  to  enable  us  to  move 
all  the  male  pupils  out  of  the  old  building  for  living  ])urposes. 
We  are  startled  every  now  and  then  by  the  report  of  a  fire  in  some 
institution  where  children  are  housed.  Our  other  buildings  are 
not  fireproof  but  their  arrangement  is  such  that  the  children 
could  probably  be  gotten  out  without  loss  of  life,  but  the  old  main 
building  which  was  constructed  in  sections  and  has  a  mansard 
roof  is  a  real  menace  at  all  times.    The  three  boilers  now  supply- 
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ing  heat,  etc.,  have  been  in  use  twenty-five  years  and  are  now 
entirely  inadequate  to  the  demands  made  upon  them.  A  lonu. 
cold  winter  would  find  us  illy  prepared  and  to  push  them  might 
mean  disaster.  Three  new  boilers  6  feet  by  IS  feet  should  be  in 
stalled,  the  cost  of  \vhich  would  not  be  less  than  fCSOO. 

The  shingle  roof  of  the  school  building  has  been  on  twenty- 
four  years  and  is  giving  trouble  continually.  It  should  be  re- 
newed with  new  vallevs.  gutters  and  asbestos  shingles  at  a  cost 
of  about  P50(l. 

Humphrey  Hall  has  never  been  finished.  To  com])lete  the 
building  as  planned  would  cost  |4S00. 

Of  the  flSOO  appropriated  by  the  last  legislature  to  finish 
the  hospital  for  contagious  diseases  only  -SI 440  was  realized.  It 
will  take  all  of  the  balance  and  more  to  finish  the  work  as  the 
basement  should  have  a  concrete  fioor  which  was  not  included  in 
the  original  estimate. 

The  old  washers  in  the  laundry  are  worn  out.  Three  new 
ones,  brass  of  the  best  make  will  cost  |1500. 

The  shops  would  be  far  more  efficient  if  they  were  properly 
sui)plied  with  machinery.  The  printing  office  needs  a  linotype 
and  the  best  is  none  too  good.  The  machine  with  accessories, 
installation,  etc.,  will  cost  |4800.  The  oftice  also  needs  more  tyi)e 
and  furniture. 

The  wood  working  shop  needs  a  saAv,  surfacing  and  boring 
machine,  a  drill  and  motor — ^also  an  iron  worker,  the  whole  cost- 
ing about  11200. 

The  city  has  ordered  cement  curb  and  gutter  for  High  and 
Institute  Streets  which  will  cost  ^1000.  A  wall  is  needed  on 
Pikes  Peak  Ave.  to  connect  with  the  conduit  which  the  city  hopes 
to  build  next  summer.    It  will  cost  about  |1)00. 

The  grounds  hav(^  never  received  their  fimil  gi-ading  and  th(^ 
longer  this  and  Ihe  |»l:nilinii  is  delayed  llic  more  e\|i<Misi>(>  it 
will  be. 

One  of  our  real  needs  is  a  first  class  gymnasium.  We  have 
been  asking  for  this  for  more  than  twenty  years  and  truly  "hope 
deferred  maketh  the  heart  sick.''  No  argument  is  needed  to  show 
that  ours  of  all  cliildren  need  the  jjhysical  help  that  c;in  he  had 
from  systematic  instruction  in  a  well  equi])i)ed  gymnasium.  Th<* 
school  has  a  good  sujjply  of  i>layground  ai)|»liances  and  the  puinls 
use  it  constant  1\',  bul  Ihei-e  is  a  stimulus  to  he  gained  by  couijK'ti 
tive  indoor  games  thul  is  w  nuderfully  elTectiv<'  in  keei)ing  up  en- 
thusiasm and  interest.  In  this  one  item  the  Colorado  School  is 
l»ehind  many  less  favored  Schools  and  we  hope  Ihe  stignm,  if  il 
c:in    be  so  c;ille(l.   iimy  soon   he  i-emo\<Ml.

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present  year.  The  meeliii«»-  was  a  lai-j^e  one  cliaiacicriziMl  by  a 
number  of  addii'sses  l)y  persons  ontside  llie  i)i-()lcssinii.  Tin' 
weallier  was  pio])i1i()ns  and  tlie  entertainment  all  llial  cnnld  be 
desired.  Sn])erintendent  l»owles  is  an  ideal  liost  and  liis  iM'opb* 
did  ilieir  full  duty  in  Ihe  entertainment  of  their  .iin<'sls.  My 
own  teelinii,  h()\ve\er,  is  that  the  meetini;s  niiiiht  i)rolitably  be 
held  at  some  snnnner  resort  whei-e  all  could  be  acconiiiiodated 
without  so  lireat  a   tax  u]»on  a  school  and  its  coi-ps  of  lu'ljiers, 
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^\'e  shall  not  attenii>t  to  enumei-ate  all  Ilic  kiiidness(»s  re- 
ceived dui'in<i'  the  period.  The  jx'ojde  of  the  state  are  our  friends 
in(li\'idually  and  collectively  and  they  give  evidence  of  ii  when- 
ever opijortuiiity  otters.  There  are.  however,  some  individuals 
who  kee]>  certain  f(^atures  of  the  school  life  in  mind  all  the  time 
and  by  their  untlajiging  interest  add  greatly  to  the  hai»]»iness  of 
the  ])upils. 

Colorado  College,  through  the  Tresident  Dr.  Win.  V.  Slocuni 
has  ottered  scholarshi])s  covering  tuition  to  any  blind  student 
eligible  to  enter  and  the  older  blind  have  a  standing  invitation 
lo  attend  such  lectures  and  readings  as  may  tr.ke  i)lace  during  the 
<'ollege  year.  The  older  deaf  have  complimentary  tickets  to  all 
Athletic  Contests  much  to  their  gratification. 

The  Colorado  Springs  ^lusical  Club  has  for  many  years  glad- 
dened the  lives  of  the  older  blind  by  arranging  to  have  them  hear 
the  very  finest  talent  in  the  musical  world,  a  rare  privilege  indeed 
and  one  that  is  fully  appreciated. 

Both  de])artments  are  under  obligations  to  the  Young  Men's 
Christian  Association  for  courtesies  innumerable  extended  by  the 
]^>oard  of  Managers  and  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Simmons. 

The  Christmas  holidays  have  for  a  long  time  been  brightened 
for  the  whole  school  by  the  thoughtful ness  of  three  good  women 
who  never  forget,  Mrs.  Ward,  !Mrs.  Crum  and  Mrs.  Sobernheimer. 

The  (M)urtesies  extended  by  the  management  of  the  various 
scenic  attractions  at  Cheyenne  Canon  and  Manitou  and  by  the 
authorities  at  Stratton  Park  add  greatly  to  the  pleasure  of  both 
officers  and  pupils  on  the  annual  picnics. 

Several  of  the  moving  picture  shows  in  the  town  have,  un- 
solicited, had  the  school  as  guests  at  s])ecial  perfonnances  and 
concessions  have  been  made  by  others  bringing  the  highest  class 
pictures  witliin  the  reach  of  tlie  scantiest   ])ocketbook. 

And  the  best  ]>art  is  that  all  thes;e  kindnesses  are  extended 
in  such  a  way  as  to  make  our  people  feel  the\-  nrc^  confcning  a 
favor   by  accepting  them. 

CONCLUSION 

The  two  years  covered  by  this  report  have  been  fruitful  ones. 
It  cannot  be  said  that  (uir  ideals  have  been  reached,  since  liigh 
ideals  are  not  easv  of  attainment,  but  it  can  truthfullv  be  said 
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lliat  all  coiHri-ned  have  worked  lojiether  happily  and  harmoni- 
ously and  Their  efforts  have  l)roiit>ht  a  lair  measnrc  of  success. 
[  would  l^  remiss  if  1  did  nor  here  bear  testimonv  to  the  energy, 
faithfulness  ;ind  efficiency  of  the  excellent  cor])S  of  workers  now 
in  your  employ.  A\'hatever  has  been  accomplished  is  dne  to  their 
spl(Midid  co-o])eration  in  all  that  has  been  undertaken,  from  thi^ 
|ti-epara1ion  of  stndcnls  foi-  colleiie  to  the  care  of  the  pigs  at  the 
i-anch.  I  would  be  doubly  remiss  if  1  did  not  commend  to 
you  the  tine  spirit  of  work  that  has  characterized  the  whole 
student  body,  a  si)irit  tliat  has  entered  with  enthusiasm  into  the 
study  of  everything  there  was  time  for  from  astronomy  to  bum- 
blefoot,  a  spirit  that  has  had  no  i)atience  Avith  laziness  or  evil  do- 
ing and  that  has  rcMluced  the  necessity  of  discii)line  to  a  negligible 
(|uaniity.  And  I  would  be  trebly  remiss  if  1  did  not  acknowledge 
that  we  have  all  been  able  to  pull  so  wc^ll  together  sim])ly  because 
you  have  been  so  scdidly  behind  us  with  your  counsel  and  advice 
and  your  ever  readiness  to  ])rovide  ways  and  ukmius  to  carry  out 
any  reasonable  undertaking. 

Above  all  we  hav(^  to  thank  a  benign  IMoxidence  for  granting 
lo  us  all  heallh  aiul  sirenglh  and  friends  and  the  nutans  to  carry 
on  the  work  which  He  has  givi^n  us  to  do.

In  snbniitting'  my  i-ei)oii  upon  the  Healtli  Conditions  of  yonr 
Institntion  for  the  past  two  years  I  am  j»lad  to  say  that  there  is 
nothing  of  an  unfavorable  nature  to  submit.  Aside  from  a  few 
eases  of  measles  during  the  year  101 '>  there  has  been  no  sickness 
worthy  of  mention — no  deatlis  and  no  Epidemic  in  the  scliool. 

The  sanitary  conditions  are  as  pei-fect  as  it  is  ])Ossible  to 
secure.  The  only  suggestion  T  have  to  make  is  to  urge  the  com- 
I)letion  of  the  Building  now  und(M'  way  for  the  care  of  contagious 
diseases.  This  is  very  essential  as  isolation  in  these  cases  is 
obviously  of  the  utmost  importance. 

The  drinking  fountains  ])laced  in  and  about  the  grounds  of 
the  Institution  have  contributed  largely  in  my  oi)inion  to  the 
good  healtli  of  the  school. 

The  milk  su})ply  and  dairy  conditions  are  as  good  and  peifeci 
as  can  be  obtained  and  the  food  supplied.  ])lain  and  wholesome 
and  just  such  as  needed  for  the  growing  child. 

There  is  nothing  I  can  suggest  or  add  for  the  uiainlenancc 
of  the  health  of  the  school,  exce])t  a  first  class  gymnasium  whicli 
I  believe  would  enable  you  to  send  out  young  men  and  women 
stronger  physically.

Our  equipment  in  instruments,  etc.,  is  ample  for  the  jjresenl 
size  of  the  school.  We  have  no  orchestra  this  year  as  all  the 
violin  work  is  primary.  We  hope  to  be  able  to  do  some  ensemble 
work  before  the  close  of  the  year. 

I  trust  you  will  pardon  me  for  calling  your  attention  again 
to  the  matter  of  a  writer  for  point  books  and  music.  The  demand 
on  us  for  point  music  especially  is  constantly  grooving  and  such 
music  as  we  furnish  to  those  of  our  pupils  who  are  endeavoring 
to  teach  music  is  of  very  great  assistance  to  them.  I  would  sug- 
gest the  wisdom  of  asking  the  Legislature  for  an  ap])ropriation 
of  at  least  foOO.OO  per  year  for  this  purpose.  There  is  no  place 
in  my  line  of  work  Avhere  such  an  amount  would  do  more  good 
than  in  furnishing  our  graduates  with  such  music  as  they  need. 

It  is  true  that  we  can  buy  considerable  music  from  The 
American  Printing  House  for  the  blind,  but  it  is  not  such  as  is 
generally  used  in  this  section  of  the  country  and  frequently  our 
graduates  send  for  special  pieces  which  they  desire  to  use  with 
certain  pupils.

Dear  Sir :  Coniplyin"  witli  vour  request,  I  beo-  leave  to  snbniii 
the  followinii"  report  of  the  embossed  library: 

The  end)Ossed  library  for  the  blind  at  this  institution  renders 
eminent  service  to  two  classes  of  people;  pupils  in  the  scliool, 
who  look  to  the  library  to  furnish  books  for  texts  and  for  col 
lateral  study  and  reading;  and  readers  outside  the  school — 
mostly  adult  blind  or  former  students  here — who  draw  on  the 
libr;«ry  for  study  and  literary  entertainment.  The  catalog  of 
books  to  be  found  at  present  in  the  library  shows  that  there  are 
on  the  shelves  available  to  readers  081  volumes  in  New  York  Point, 
seventy-eight  volumes  in  Braille,  and  307  volumes  in  Line,  mak 
ing  a  total  of  1420  volumes.  About  half  the  books  printed  in  New 
York  Point  are  textbooks,  and  of  some  works  there  are  several 
copies,  so  that  the  jnipils  are  not  handicn]i])ed  for  lack  of  books 
to  use. 

The  majority  of  the  books  not  strictly  textbooks  are  histori- 
cal and  literary  writings,  and  ni-e  widely  read  both  by  the  pu])ils 
of  the  school  and  by  outside  rejiders.  The  pupils  generally  make 
good  use  of  the  library  for  collateral  reading  at  school  and  for 
general  culturjil  reading  at  home  during  the  summer  time.  The 
librarian  sent  more  than  a  hundred  volumes  on  various  subjects 
to  the  homes  of  ]»resent  ])U])ils  Inst  sju-ing  for  them  to  read  during 
the  summer. 

An  examination  of  the  record  ke])t  of  the  circulating  feature 
of  the  libi-ai-y  shows  that  during  the  ])ast  two  year  i>eriod  sixty 
six  blind  readei's  have  receivcnl  books  from  the  librai-y.  Twenty 
foui-  of  the  number  were  ]u-esent  ])upils  of  the  school,  and  forty 
i\\(»  cillicr  adult  blind  readers  or  former  students.  The  total 
iinmher  of  books  sent  out  during  the  jHM'iod  was  :U-.  showing  a 
slight  falling  off  in  number  conj])are(l  lo  ihe  jM-evious  biennial 
jKMiod  with  its  record  of  .*)1)0.  The  decrease  is  ju-obably  dtn^  to 
the  fact  that  a  nund>er  of  former  readers  have  rcnioNcd  fi*om  this 
f):'rt   of  the  couni ry. 

Sinc(»  the  last  i-eporl  twenty  four  \<dnmes  of  (Mubossed  hooks 
have  been  a.'ld(Ml  in  the  lilnaiy.  All  ar(^  texibooks  which  will  Ix' 
used  before  th'*  year  is  o\-er.  In  addition,  at  Ihe  bcginninn  of  the 
present  school  t<'rm  a  list  «d'  about  Lll)  \-ohimes,  cnni'ng  to  a  total 
pric<'  of  about  Jjs.lOO.Od.  was  snbmitt<Ml  and  an  ordiM*  for  it  was 
made.  It  is  exjMM-ted  that  the  order  \\ill  be  filled  before  long,  and 
wc  will  be  able  to  plac<'  al  llie  disposal  of  our  readers  a  number 
of  N'oliiiiics  of  tlic  liesl  lilciai-y  and  historical  woi'ks  a\ailable. 
The  new  hooks  will  jiroNc  a  lirh  and  lonii  dcsii-cd  addition  (o  the 
libi-ar\  and  will  satisfy  a  Ioi:l'  felt   want  .imoiiLi  llie  readers.

The  Coloi-ado  School  for  the  Deaf  is.  as  llic  name  imi>lies.  a 
school  jinre  and  simple.  Tt  was  established  in  accordance  with 
the  purpose  of  the  state  to  i»ive  every  child  within  her  boundary 
capable  of  taking-  it  a  common  school  education.  It  is  not  in  any 
sense  an  ''asylum"  or  ''liome"  for  the  atl'licted,  it  is  not  a  hospital 
for  the  cai-e  and  treatment  of  eyes  and  ears,  and  it  is  not  a  place 
for  the  detention  and  care  of  the  imbecile.  A  child  s-o  unsound 
physically  as  to  require  constant  care,  or  so  backw;ird  mentally 
as  to  make  no  ])roi»ress  in  the  literary  department  cwniu)t  be  re- 
tained in  the  school.

The  course  of  study  for  the  Deaf  c(>vers  about  the  same 
ground  as  that  of  the  ]>ublic  schools  of  the  state  for  the  deaf. 
The  blind,  to  whom  lanauatic  jnesents  no  ditticulty,  are  given  a 
\er\  thoi'ough  high  school  cours(\  To  secure  the  best  results  in 
both  instances  it  is  necessary  tha.t  the  child  be  entei-ed  as  soon 
as  it  becomes  of  school  age  and  that  the  attendance  be  regular 
and   continuous   thioughout  the  entire  course.

In  the  deaf  d('|iartnient  all  new  |>n|»ils  arc  placed  in  oral 
classes  where  the  attempt  is  made  to  Icacli  tlicni  td  s|»cak  and 
read  the  lips.  'IMiosc  who  ha\<'  learned  to  talU  i»efoi-e  losini;  llicii- 
hearing  and  sniiie  of  those  born  deaf  do  well  undei*  this  method, 
and  sncli  aic  kept  in  the  dial  dc|iartmciil  during  their  eiilire  stay 
lier<'.

Tn  juldilion  lo  ilic  work  in  llic  Iil<M;ii\  <l('j»;ir(  iikmiI,  tlic 
scliool  iindcrlakes  lo  iiixc  cacli  i»ii|»il  such  ;i  kii(»\\'l<'(l«'c  ol'  some 
tr:i(](^  as  iimy  ho  a  liolp  in  iiaiiiiiiu;  a  livelihood  aflor  «ii'a(hiali<»ii. 
To  this  ond  from  one  to  three  honi-s  per  day  thron^h  the  entire 
course  is  spent  in  tlio  s]ioj)S  nnder  competent  instnietors  and 
while  the  training-  oiven  is  neeessai-ily  ineomjilete.  it  cjoes  far 
toward  ])i'epai*ation  for  life  work.  The  trades  tan<»ht  at  ])resent 
'are,  foi*  the  blind  boys,  ])iano  tuninji',  broom  and  matti'ess  mak- 
ing-, ehair-caninii.  carpet  and  hammock  weavinji;  for  the  deaf 
boys,  car[)entrv,  ])rintini>".  shoe-makinii,  painting-,  and  elementary 
«:ardenino-.  All  pirls  have  rei»nlar  instruction  in  sewinjj:,  knitting, 
crochetin"-,  and  such  cjeneral  house-work  as  is  involved  in  the 
care  of  their  own  rooms.  All  older  p;irls  both  deaf  and  blind  have 
lessons  in  cookiniv  nnder  a  trained  instrnctoi-. 

TKR:\rS    OF    ADMISSTOX 

.Vll  deaf  and  blind  persons,  of  i^niuid  mnid  (iiid  hod//,  be- 
tween the  ages  of  six  and  twenty-one  years,  ac-tnal  residents  of 
Colorado,  are  entitled  to  admission  to  the  school  free  of  charge. 
7"///^  includes  (ill  thOHc  irJiof^c  Jirariuf/  or  fiif/Jit  /.s'  so  inipaircd  as 
to  prevent  them  from  ohtaining  (tn  cducdtiou  in  the  puhliv 
schools.  Tuition  board  and  washing,  medicines  and  medical 
attendance,  books  and  apparatus  used  in  teaching,  in  short  every 
thing  is  furnished  free  of  charge  except  clothing  and  traveling 
expenses.  In  cases  of  absolute  poverty,  the  respective  counties 
assume  the  expense  of  traveling  and  clothing.  While  no  persons 
are  taken  into  the  scliool  for  the  purpose  of  giving  medical  tr(Mi(- 
ment,  all  children  coming  to  us  are  examined  by  a  specialist  and 
treatment  is  given  Avherever  it  is  needed.  The  sick  have  the  very 
best  care  and  attention. 

SESSIONS 

The  school  opens  in  Se])tember  on  the  first  Wednesday  after 
Labor  day  and  closes  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  following 
June,  thus  giving  the  pupils  nine  months  at  the  school  and  three 
months  at  hon.ie  each  year.  All  ])U])iis  must  be  promptly  removed 
at  the  close  of  the  session. 

GKXKIIAL  RE.MAKKS 

As  has  been  said  before,  the  Colorado  School  for  the  Deaf 
and  the  Blind  is  not  an  asylum  or  a  hospital  for  the  care  of 
afflicted  children.  Persons  desirous  of  entering  childien  shonhl 
carefully  observe  the  following: 

First — A  child  once  entered  is  ex})ecte(l  to  i-emain  until  the 
close  of  the  session  and  cannot  be  withdrawn  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  Superintendent.  Pupils  withdrawn  without  his  con 
sent  forfeit  the  right  to  the  privileges  of  the  school  unless  per- 
mitted to  return  by  special  action  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  This, 
of  course,  does  not  apply  to  those  who  may  prove  ineligible  be 
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cause  of  pliysioal  or  menial  ileticiency.  Sncli  inipils  luiist  he  re- 
moved as  soou  as  tlie  defteieiioy  is  established  beyond  (luestiou. 

Second — All  pupils  expecting-  to  attend  the  school  should  be 
sent  promptly  on  the  opening-  day  and  those  not  so  enteied,  ex- 
cept for  such  reasons  as  may  be  deemed  valid  by  the  Su])erintend- 
ent,  shall  be  denied  admission  until  the  o])ening  of  the  next  year. 

Third — All  children  should,  if  possible,  be  vaccinated  before 
entering. 

Fourth — Parents  must  furnish  postage  in  all  cases  and  may 
hear  from  their  children  in  proportion  to  the  amount  furnished. 
The  session  lasts  about  forty  weeks.  Parents  sending  us  about 
Hfty  cents  (50  cts.)  may  hear  from  their  children  once  a  week, 
ten  letters  and  thirty  postals.  Those  who  do  not  furnish  postage 
will  not  hear  except  in  the  case  of  illness  when  a  report  is  made 
daily  till  the  child  is  out  of  danger. 

Fifth — A  contingent  fee  of  |o  must  be  deposited  in  every 
case  to  purchase  such  articles  as  clothing  and  shoes,  etc.,  etc., 
likely  to  be  needed  during  the  session.  A  strict  account  will  be 
kcjit  of  all  exj)(nditur('S  and  an  itemized  statement  made  at  ihe 
close  of  the  school  year.  Clothing  or  shoes  may  be  sent  from 
lidjiK'  (;i-  purchased  by  us  here  but  nothing  will  be  furnished  with- 
oiii  Ihe  cash  beforehand  excei)t  in  the  case  of  county  ]»upils. 

Sixth — All  clothing  should  be  of  good  quality  and  well  made 
with  buttons  sewed  on  tightly,  (iood  shoes  are  cheajjest.  Woolen 
underwear  or  woolen  stockings  are  not  needed  unless  the  child 
be  very  delicate.  In  no  case  purchase  so  called  tlecM-e  lined  un- 
derw(^ar.  It  docs  not  wash  well.  A  good  quality  of  ballniggan 
is  best.

Seventh — Parents  will  lie  exjiected  to  ])ay  for  property 
wantonly  destroyed  by  their  childiMMi.  W'e  lind  ilia  I  nothing 
makes  children  so  careful  as  to  know  that  the  |)arent  is  held  re 
spoiisil)Ie  for  their  carelessness,  and  parents  are  as  much  inter- 
ested as  we  iwe  in  I'aising  their  chiblreii  lo  n  liglii  api»i-eciat  ion  of 
(heir  resj»onsibilit ies  in  lifis 

iOighth — ^^'hile  we  are  always  glad  lo  \\a\v  pareiiis  \  isil  their 
children,  thcji  (-(nniol  he  cnlcrhiincd  al  llic  scliooj.  {'arents  are 
al  libeily  lo  have  their  children  stay  down  (own  w  ilh  Ihem  over 
niglil.  Iml  iiol  (o  inleilere  with  the  class  work  when  il  can  be 
helped. 

Ninth  All  packages  sent  should  be  fully  pi-epaid  and,  if  you 
w  InIi  i-eceipl  acknowledged,  should  be  sen!  in  care  of  (he  Sn|)ei' 
inlendeiil.
